ANSWER: Generally, manual trans¬ 
missions deliver better fuel economy and 
performance than automatics, but there are 
many factors to consider when making 
comparisons. Manual transmissions usu¬ 
ally have better gear ratios, and a fifth gear 
or overdrive, which uses less fuel when 
cruising at moderate or high speeds. A 
number of automatics with overdrive are 
available; some are electronically (com¬ 
puter) controlled which results in better 
mileage. However, regardless of which 
automatic you have, you will have less 
control over the fuel economy than with a 
manual transmission. For further compar¬ 
isons, you may want to get a copy of the 
"Gas Mileage Guide" published by the 
Environmental Protection Agency (^A), 
available at new car dealers or EPA offic¬ 
es listed in the phone book.

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Arcadia High Students Protest Curfew

On May 23, they came 
bearing signs that read, 
"They Don’t Trust You 
After Curfew" and "Down 
with the Curfew." They 
marched their way around 
the City Hall, the police 
station, and the City Coun¬ 
cil building, all the while 
chanting "Later curfew!" 
They were among fifty 
Arcadia High School stu¬ 
dents who had decided to 
protest the city's ten 
o’clock curfew for minors. 
Protesting from 3:15 p.m. 
to 5:00 p.m., the students 
urged the city to move the 
curfew back two hours, to 
midnight. 

The protest was orga¬ 
nized by Eric Hausner, 17, 
who felt that the early cur¬ 
few was a "serious issue 


among AHS students". 
"We appreciate what the 
city has done for our youth 
but we believe there can be 
a compromise, ’’ points out 
Hausner. "Although the 
curfew is unfair, what it 
represents is even more 
disturbing: the fact that 
Arcadia even has a curfew 
implies that there is lack of 
trust in our community." 

After marching around 
the government buildings, 
the protesters decided to 
hold a "sit-in" within the 
walls ofthe City Hall. "At 
the beginning, city offi¬ 
cials had reason to treat the 
protest as a joke since the 
students themselves were 
laughing about the situa¬ 
tion," recalls Anamika 
Banerji, 17, "Yet as we 
grew serious about our 
protest, the officials began 


to take us seriously." Ar¬ 
cadia police officers told 
the protesters to clear out 
of the City Hall building. 
"The officers treated us 
fairly and were just follow¬ 
ing the code, ’’ explains 
Hausner. "They were rea¬ 
sonable, "agrees Banerji, 
"The city officials sug¬ 
gested ways for us to make 
contact and go forward 
with our protest." 

Students believed that 
the ten o’clock curfew tar¬ 


geted the wrong people. 
"The bad thing about the 
curfew is that the good 
people who don’t commit 
crimes are punished, ’’ 
notes Grace Lin, 17. Oth¬ 
ers share the similar opin¬ 
ions. "We have to pay the 
price for other people’s 
immature actions, ’’ com¬ 
ments Natalie Jocic, 16. 

"I understand that the 
original purpose of the 
curfew was to protect us 
from crime," Anamika 


Baneiji realizes, "but most 
students involved in 
school activities are not 
going to be able to return 
home before ten o’clock at 
night." School dances at 
Arcadia High usually end 
well past the ten o’clock 
curfew. Predicts Banerji, 
"If the time was moved 
from ten to twelve, less 
students would be in fear 
of being forced to break 
the curfew." 

According to Hausner, 


the students are planning 
further action to protest the 
curfew. "We need to do 
more research on the issue 
and how it affects the 
ramifications of the Youth 
Master Plan, ’’ says 
Banerji. They hope to 
voice their opinions at the 
next Arcadia City Council 
meeting. Remarks 
Hausner, "Through our 
protest, we hoped to make 
the population more aware 
of how students feel about

Tiw Arcadia Police Department responded to 631 
calls for service of which 138 required formal investi¬ 
gations from Wednesday, May 21, to Tuesday, May

He used as his text the won¬ 
derful story in Mark 2 of the paralytic who was lowered 
throu'-b ’ r'-‘of to get to Jesus because so manv peo^'e 
had gathered to hear Jesus that there was no room left.

The teachers of the law who heard 
this were immediately critical and condemning. Jesus 
knew in His spirit what they were thinking in their hearts 
and called them on it. 

The legalists in their skepticism were not only criti¬ 
cizing Jesus but they were hoping to set up a road block 
to prevent the people from exercising their faith. In 
essence they were saying that the paralytic got exactly 
what he deserved. However Jesus negated this by exer¬ 
cising God’s grace and saying that the paralytic got ex¬ 
actly what he “didn’t” deserve-healing. It’s an age old 
axiom that says that criticizing and analyzing ultimate¬ 
ly leads to downsizing. This was the suppressing tool 
of the Pharisees because negativism is a distinct form 
of oppression. Fortunately, the power and sovereignty 
prevailed and good overcame evil once again. The Holy 
gripe of the Pharisees became the Holy grip of God.
